He indicated that he understood his rights and was willing 
to answer questions. 


ALOI advised that since he had last talked to 
Bureau Agents, in 1975, he had had no additional contact 
with RUSSELL BUFALINO. He further indicated that he had 
had no additional contact with a MANUEL CARATOZZOLO, whom . 
he had not seen 35 to 40 years. 


ALOI further advised that he owns no company 
in Miami, nor has he ever owned any company in Miami which 
was a lights and fixtures concern. “ALOI advised that he be 
had closed out the Rex Home Improvement business within bie 


the past year i located at 19202 West Dixie 
Highway. One (phonetic) was working 
for him at that location. lowever, due to his health 


and due to the fact the business was not producing, he 
closed it out. He further indicated he is now 100 percent 
retired. 


ALOI advised he has no re ive by the name of 
L |ttast Name Unknown), who owns 
North Miami Beach, Florida. ALOI further indicated that 
to his knowledge, there is no trial pending in New York 
against him, 


ALOI indicated that he attends the Miami Heart 
Institute twice a week for treatment of severe 
emphysema.
